Communist party is not new, 
experts here say. The leader­ 
ship, drawn from persons who 
have been com rades in arm s for 
30 years, has perm itted this re ­ 
lationship. 
But these experts add that 
party leaders always had been 
able to reach a consensus — 
until last spring. At that tim e 
the issues becam e so varied and 
extensive, 
and 
there was 
so 
much 
disagreem ent, 
that the 
party 
Central 
Committee was 
unable to reach a consensus. 
According to this view. Mao 
then created the Red Guard to 
stir up the so-called great cul­ 
tural revolution and at the sam e 
tim e provide a shakedown in the 
leadership. 
Official sources here take the 
view that opposition elem ents 
within the Chinese Communist 
party have been strong enough 
to resist Mao, even with the 
'»dded im pact of the Red Guard. 
What now has developed, it ap­ 
pears here, is an im passe in 
which the party has been able to 
counter every blow dealt by 
Mao and the 
m ore 
extrem ist 
segm ent of the leadership. 


Mao has been telling visitors 
for some years that he was wor­ 
ried that the next generation 
was 
drifting 
away 
from 
Maoism. He said he felt revolu­ 
tionary zeal could come only 
from 
revolutionary 
w arfare, 
and when the situation did not 
provide 
such 
w arfare, 
some 
m eans for inducing it had to be 
found. 
The Red Guard consequently 
has been used as a weapon to 
revive revolutionary zeal.

Debtors Are Drai rung Our Gold 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Many 
of the nations which received 
gifts and loans from the United 
States in two world wars and 
the 
postw ar period 
now 
are 
helping them selves to this coun­ 
try ’s gold supply. 
In fact, the 26 nations which 
drained 
gold 
from 
the 
U.S. 
Treasury during fiscal 1966 also 
owed the United States money. 
And in the case of their World 
War I debts, they had made no 
paym ents in almost 35 years. 
France had drawn more gold 
from the Treasury since 1962 
than any other nation. During 
the 
fiscal year which epded 
June 
30 — the latest figures 
avaialble — she drained more 
gold than all other nations com­ 
bined. 


Since most nations are indebt­ 
ed to this country it’s the excep­ 
tion rath er than the rule for 
ondebtors to drain gold from 
he U.S. Treasury, 
Only four debtor nations — 
the United Kingdom, Greece, 
Colombia and Morocco — added 
to Uncle Sam ’s gold supply dur­ 
ing the year, the British by 
about $170 million. 
The 
Treasury 
D epartm ent 
also listed three nondebtor na­ 
tions which sold gold to the 
United States during the fiscal 
year — Canada, 
Switzerland 
and the Vatican. 
Countries normally sell gold 
to this country to obtain the dol­ 
lars they need to carry on for­ 
eign business. 
This can be done simply for 


the asking. The United States 
guarantees conversion into gold 
at $35 an ounce of the dollar 
holdings 
of 
foreign 
central 
banks. 
France converted $577.7 mil­ 
lion into gold during the last 
fiscal year and has converted at 
least $223.7 million since June 
30. 
Her policy of buying at least 
$34 million in U.S. gold monthly 
came to a halt during October, 
however, because of her falling 
reserves. U.S. officials saw this 
as 
only 
temporary 
but 
ex­ 
pressed hope that the worst of 
the French gold drain may be 
over. 
The French, although still in 
debt to this country, are ahead 
in 
their 
payments 
on 
their 


World War II and postwar era 
debt. The latest payment, in 
September, left a balance of 
less than $400 million of the ap­ 
proximately 
$2.5 
billion 
bor­ 
rowed. 
But Fm ce still owes $6.7 bil­ 
lion, including interest, on her 
World War I debt and no pay 
ments have been made on that 
since 1932. In 1953, this country 
agreed that no further World 
War I payments need be made 
until German reparations were 
settled, an unlikely event unless 
and until Germany is reunified. 
The total drain on U.S. gold 
during the same fiscal year was 
$519.7 million, including $378.4 
million 
net sales to 
foreign 
countries. The government also 
sells gold for domestic industri­ 
al and artistic use.

sun. 
For seven or eight seconds the 
sun was in rare total eclipse and 
the Gemini 12 pictures m ay give 
man his most revealing look at 
this phenomenon and perhaps 
answer some scientific riddles. 
Before speeding out over the 
Atlantic, 
Lovell 
and 
Aldrin 
oitched 
the 
spacecraft

down in an apparently unsuc­ 
cessful effort to photograph the 
giant 52-mile-wide shadow of the 
moon as it slid across Peru, Bo­ 
livia, Brazil and Argentina.

Debtors Are Draining Our Gold 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Many 
of the nations which received 
gifts and loans from the United 
States in two world wars and 
the postwar period now are 
helping themselves to this coun­ 
try’s gold supply. 
In fact, the 26 nations which 
drained gold from the U.S. 
Treasury during fiscal 1966 also 
owed the United States money. 
And in the case of their World 
War I debts, they had made no 
payments in almost 35 years. 
France had drawn more gold 
from the Treasury since 1962 
than any other nation. During 
the fiscal year which ended 
June 30 — the latest figures 
avaialble — she drained more 
gold than all other nations com­ 
bined. 


Since most nations are indebt­ 
ed to this country it’s the excep­ 
tion rather than the rule for 
ondebtors to drain gold from 
he U.S. Treasury. 
Only four debtor nations —» 
the United Kingdom, Greece, 
Colombia and Morocco — added 
to Uncle Sam’s gold supply dur­ 
ing the year, the British by 
about $170 million. 
The 
Treasury 
Department 
also listed three nondcbtor na­ 
tions which sold gold to the 
United States during the fiscal 
year — Canada, Switzerland 
and the Vatican. 
Countries normally sell gold 
to this country to obtain the dol­ 
lars they need to carry on for­ 
eign business. 
This can be done simply for

In 
fact, there are few places in 
the state where a farmer can­ 
not drive to a major city with­ 
in an hour. 
Census figures show that 52 
per cent of Ohio’s farm opera 
tors performed some work off 
their farms in 1964. These off- 
farm jobs varied in length from 
a few days to several months 
More than 46,000 farmers were 
employed 100 days or more in 
such jobs in 1964. 
*‘As driving time to town and 
city continues to go down and 
labor efficiency of farm opera­ 
tors continues to go up, we can 
expect a 
high 
percentage of 
farmers to have off-farm jobs.” 
Dr. Mitchell says. He points out 
that off-farm employment con- 
ributes to the continued merg­ 
ing and blending of town and 
country.

Mild Backfire 


The U. S, Treasury last month ¿scored 
it:- largest monthly gain in its gold 
supply in more than three years. A 
single month does not, of course, con­ 
stitute a trend* 
But the fact remains that the gold 
drain this year is sharply below that 
of 1965, inspiring hope that, the steady 
loss m the last several years may have 
finally ended. 
September’s gain is attributed chief­ 
ly to France's failure, for the first 
time in 18 months, to make its custom­ 
ary exchange of dollars for U. S. gold. 
France had been regularly converting 
dollars into gold at the rate of at least 
$34 million monthly. 
From the end of 1964 to last month, 
its gold holdings rose from $3.7 billion 
to $5.2 billion and its dollar reserves 
dropped from $1.4 billion to $685 mil­ 
lion. The United States gold supply in 
the same period lost $2.2 billion, two- 
thirds of which went to France. 
Actually, Gen. de Gaulle’s gold-dollar 
policy has served to embarrass Wash­ 
ington, financially and politically. Al­

though the general insists that the 
United States end its balance-of-pav- 
ments deficit, his gold purchase» could 
only have been intended to make bal­ 
ance more difficult. 
It now develops that France in turn 
has become embarrassed financially. 
Although the franc is still among the 
strongest of currencies, it recently has 
shown weakness in foreign exchange 
markets. 
Furthermore, France has 
been losing currency reserves the last 
three months and while it9 internation­ 
al payments position remains strong, 
the balance has shifted toward the mi­ 
nus side. 
The reason for this is, paradoxically, 
France’s prosperity. Because of in­ 
creased incomes, Frenchmen are buy­ 
ing more imported goods and they are 
leaving more francs abroad than tour­ 
ists spend of their own currencies in 
France. 
Whatever the reasons, France’s U. S.- 
gold policy was bound to turn sooner 
or later. Not even the general can dic­ 
tate trends in world economics.

Price Label Crackdown 


Washington threatens a crackdown 
on “cents o ff’ labeling of food prices, 
a gimmick which has become wide­ 
spread in recent years. 
Emphasis will be directed at coffee, 
cans of which are frequently labeled 
“2 cents off * — or some other figure. 
The Federal Trade Commission says 
if such markings are continued for an 
extended period of time, the assump­ 
tion is that the price has not been re­ 
duced, but was marked up for the 
markdown. 
Processors have been warned that 30 


days hence the government will crack 
down on all those who have continued 
the practice for more than a brief pe­ 
riod. It is determined, that is, to elim­ 
inate it unless the retail price of the 
product has been genuinely reduced, j 
and recently. 
If “cents off” labeling is continued 
for weeks or months, the FTC says in ' 
effect, it will be regarded as an admis­ 
sion that the “regular” price is syn­ 
thetic and the reduced price is in effect 
the normal quotation.

T ne U. S. T re a s u ry la s t m o n th :-=€ored 
its largest monthly g ain in its gold 
supply in more th a n th re e years. A 
single month does not, of course, con­ 
stitute a trend. 
But the fact remains that the gold 
drain this year is sharply below that 
of 1965, inspiring hope that the steady 
loas in the last several years may have 
finally ended. 
September's gain is attributed chief­ 
ly to France's failure, for the first 
time in 18 months, to make its custom­ 
ary exchange of dollars for U. S. gold. 
France had been regularly converting 
dollars into gold at the rate of at least 
£14 million monthly. 
From the end of 1964 to last month, 
its gold holdings rose from $3.7 billion 
to $5.2 billion and its dollar reserves 
dropped from $1.4 billion to $685 mil­ 
lion. The United States gold supply in 
the same period lost $2.2 billion, two- 
th ird s of w h ich w e n t to F ra n c e . 
Actually, Gen. de Gaulle’s gold-dollar 
policy has served to em barrass Wash­ 
ington, financially and politically. Al­ 


though the general insists that the 
United States end its balance-of-pay- 
rnents deficit, his gold purchases could 
only have been intended to make bal­ 
ance more difficult. 
It now develops that France in turn 
has become em barrassed financially. 
Although the franc is still among the 
strongest of currencies, it recently has 
shown weakness in foreign exchange 
markets. 
Furtherm ore, France has 
been losing currency reserves the last 
three months and while its internation­ 
al payments position remains strong, 
the balance has shifted toward the mi­ 
nus side. 
The reason for this is, paradoxically, 
France’s prosperity. Because of in­ 
creased incomes, Frenchmen are buy­ 
ing more imported goods and they are 
leaving more francs abroad than tour­ 
ists spend of their own currencies in 
France. 
Whatever the reasons. France's U. S.- 
gold policy was bound to turn sooner 
or later. Not even the general can dic­ 
tate trends in world economics.

Are Important

Before starting 
that 
dress, 
coat, or suit, see that your sew­ 
ing machine is ready to do its 
pari in turning out a beautiful­ 
ly made garment. Have the ma* 
chin.- cleaned 
and 
oiled,

free from excess oil. Establish 
the correct stitch, tension, and 
length for all the thicknesses 
you’ll be sewing. When possi­ 
ble, baste by machine, using 
the longest stitch setting. 
Use a seam guide on the ma­ 
chine — a 
piece of masking 
tape placed exactly H-inch from 
the n e e d l e

Get off to a good start by 
lowering the needle into place 
before you lower the presser 
foot. Make as perfect a color 
match as possible between fab­ 
ric and thread.

ing machine is ready to do its 
part in turning out a beautiful­ 
ly made garment. Have the ma* 
chm . cleaned and oiled, 
but 
free from excess oil. Establish 
the correct stitch, tension, and 
length for all the thicknesses 
you’ll be sewing. When possi­ 
ble, baste by machine, using 
the longest stitch setting. 
Use a seam guide on the m a­ 
chine — a piece of masking 
tape placed exactly %-inch from 
the n e e d l e 
should

trick. Get off to a good start by 
lowering the needle into place 
before you lower the presser 
foot. Make as perfect a color 
match as possible between fab­ 
ric and thread. 
Study and follow' the pattern 
guide sheet.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Johnson administration is ap­ 
parently trying to roll back at 
least part of the price boost an- 
ounced earlier this week by the 
Allegheny Ludlum Steel Corp., 
and followed Thursday by an­ 
other producer.

Council of 
Economic Advisers 
confirmed 
Friday that a meeting on the 
price question was held between 
Gardner 
Ackley, 
the

lenghey Ludlum president. 
But the council declied to 
comment further or on reports 
other steel producers had been 
asked either to meet with Ack- 
ieyn or hold the price line. 
It was learned that Hanley

Wednesday by the council after 
his firm anounced price boosts 
of about 2.5 per cent on stainless 
steel sheet and strip.

“Good morning, did you have 
a nice sleep?” a ground con­ 
troller asked. 
“Oh, so-so, not bad.’’ Lovell 
replied. 
Their first job was to fire 
small motors on the attached 
Agena rocket to shift their or­ 
bital path slightly so that they 
would intercept the eclipse at 
the precise time. 
Had Lovell and Aldrin blasted 
off on schedule W’ednesday, Al­ 
drin had planned to open his 
hatch and, wearing a protective 
visor, was to snap ultra-violet 
and other photos that would not 
be degraded by the spacecraft 
window. 
Because of the launch post­ 
ponement, this could not be 
worked into the flight plan with­ 
out considerable re-arranging, 
so the experiment was dropped 
But the Agena problem Fri­ 
day night resulted in another 
realignment. It prevented the 
astronauts from firing the Age­ 
na engine to shoot Gemini 12 
from a 185-mile to a 460-mile 
high orbit. 
Flight 
controllers 
consulted 
their computers and found that 
by carefully firing smaller en­ 
gines on the Agena they could 
put Gemini 12 in position for the 
solar photography. 
But the open hatch plan could 
not be worked in. 
“So that eclipse got to us after 
all,” Lovell quipped when told 
of the change in plans. 
The Agena firing put the as 
tronauts in a slightly elliptical 
orbit ranging from 160 to 177 
miles — and then they went to 
sleep early, still docked to the 
Agena.

Because of a failure in t h e 
spacecraft radar system, they 
had to rely more than intended 
on help from the ground. 
“We’re docked,” Lovell ex­ 
claimed minutes after the ren­ 
dezvous when he slipped the 
Gemini nose 
into an 
Agena 
docking collar. 
They were the fourth pair of 
Gemini astronauts to accom- 
olish a space linkup, providing 
additional confidence for later 
man-to- the-moon flights. Many 
of the maneuvers executed Fri­ 
day night were similar to those

make on their return trip from 
the moon.

Appears Ended 


HOMER. Mich. (AP) 
—The 
residents of this little communi­ 
ty were back in their homes to­ 
day, assured by experts that the 
threat of deadly phosgene gas 
had ended. 
A train wreck Friday morn­ 
ing which caused a spectacular 
explosion and fire and threat­ 
ened to convert two carloads of 
vinyl chloride into nauseating 
and potentially fatal phosgene 
gas, brought evacuation of most 
of Homer’s 1,600 residents. 
No injuries were reported. 
Col. Fredrick Davids, state 
police director, called an end to 
the evacuation at 5:30 p.m. Fri­ 
day after being assured by New 
York Central Railrroad General 
Manager William Salter and 
Homer Fire Chief Bruce Gregg 
that the danger had passed.

and landslides eight days ago 
and more stormy weather was 
reported today. 
Ceva-Grimaldi and his wife, 
Giuliana, who lost everything 
when the floods hit, shared an 
orange for breakfast this morn­ 
ing and ate soup for lunch at 
one of the public kitchens set up 
by the Florence City Council. 
“We’re lucky we have no chil­ 
dren to see and feel this," said 
Ceva-Grimaldi, a dealer in sec­ 
ond-hand items whose ground 
door shop and apartmcn were 
ruined when the flood waters 
surged almost to second-floor 
windows. 
He and his wife have been 
living since in a boarding house, 
on credit. He pulled 600 lire (96 
cents) from his picket and said 
that was all he bad left. 
The floods came a few days 
after employes got their Octo­ 
ber paychecks. Those whose 
places of work were wiped out 
cannot count on another check 
for a long time. 
Two thirds of this city ot 450,- 
000 was stricken by the flood 
and the sea of oil-coated mud it 
left behind. About 150,000 lost 
their homes and an estimated 
200 persons were killed. 
The flood also wreaked incal­ 
culable and irreparable damage 
to Florence’s art treasures.
